A STATEMEN1 


Gives His Version of Whitla 
Kidnapping Case. 


ACCUSES A PROMINENT MAN 


Convicted 
Kidnapper 
Claim** That 


James P. W hitia’s 
Brother-in-Law 


Was the Person Who Planned the 


Abduction of W hile W hitla— Story 


Causes a Greater Sensation Than 


Did the Crime Itself. 


M ercer, Pa., May l l .—Before he 
was taken to the penitentiary at P itts­ 
burg, Jam es Boyle gave out a long 
statem ent, which he said was the 
complete history of the kidnapping of 
W illie W hitla, the origin of the same, 
and what led up to it. 
According 
to 
this 
statem ent 
by 
Boyle, he and Dan Shay, a saloon­ 
keeper of Youngstown, O., who now 
is dead, saw H arry Forker of Sharon, 
Pa., bending over the dead body of 
Dan Reeble, Jr., In front of the Mau­ 
ser block in Youngstown, O., on a 
certain morning, the date of which 
Boyle does not give. 
Forker, Boyle 
alleges, was holding in his right hand 
a package of letters th at was gathered 
from the sidewalk near the dead body 
of Mr. Reeble. 
In Mr. Forker’s hurry to leave, he 
overlooked two envelopes th at con­ 
tained four letters, which Boyle and 
Shay found and read and which, Boyle 
claims, proved beyond a doubt the 
presence of Mr. Forker there at that 
time. 
Forker was apprised of the 
fact that Boyle had the letters and 
offered to pay him for them, but 
Boyle refused the sum offered, deem­ 
ing it too small. 
From that day on and up until 
M arch, 1908, Boyle, on th e pretext" of 
exposing the letters and the coinci­ 
dence of Mr. Forker being discovered 
bending over the prostrate form of 
Mr. Reeble, had received at different 
tim es am ounts of money from Mr. 
Forker to remain silent. 
About six months ago Boyle says 
he demanded $5,000 from Forker on 
penalty of exposure. 
Forker did not 
have the money, but he promised to 
pay 
it 
some tim e last April. 
On 
March 12, 1909, Boyle went to Cleve­ 
land and wrote to Forker demanding 
the money. 
On March 16 Boyle says 
he received a letter from Forker out­ 
lining a plan for the abduction of 
W illie W hitla. 
The boy was to be 
taken under escort to W arren, O., 
where Boyle says he m et him and 
took Willie to Niles, O., thence to 
Ashtabula and from there to Cleve­ 
land. 


Demanded H alf of Ransom. 
Boyle says Forker demanded the 
surrender of the Youngstown letter 
and half of the ransom money, which 
money Forker was to give to the party 
who took Willie W hitla to W arren. 
Boyle claims he m et Mr. W hitla 
personally in Cleveland and showed 
him all of Forker’s letters. 
Mr. W hit­ 
la promised that if Boyle would sub­ 
stantiate the truth of the Youngstown 
letters he would see th ere would be 
no prosecution. 
Boyle says he then 
surrendered through Mr. W hitla all 
the letters that were in his possession 
and th at the world knows the result. 
Mrs. Boyle was duped from start 
to finish in regard to the boy, and 
Boyle was duped from the moment he 
let the letters go into Mr. W hitla’s 
possession. 
To Boyle’s charge both Mr. Forker 
and Jam es P’. W hitla m ade emphatic 
denials. 
Mr. Forker is a brother-in-law of 
Jam es P. W hitla. 
All Sharon was astounded when the 
statem ent made 
by Boyle became 
known. 
Mr. Forker declared the inti­ 
m ations, although w ithout the slight­ 
est foundation, were not new to him, 
as he had understood for some time 
such a statem ent was threatened. 
T hat community Is excited even 
m ore than it was on the day of the 
kidnapping. 
As Sharon is the home of Boyle, he 
has some friends who give credit to 
his tale, but the greater part of the 
com m unity hesitates about giving cre­ 
dence to the story involving a respect­ 
ed m em ber of the town, especially 
when the only charge against him is 
an unsupported statem ent of a con­ 
victed felon. 
Jan ito r Sloss of the school from 
which W illie W hitla was taken in­ 
sists still th at Boyle was the man who 
called for the boy and took him away 
in the buggy. 
The trial judge, the attorneys for 
the defense, the district attorney and 
his assistants, all discredit the story 
given out by Boyle im plicating Mr. 
Forker in the W hitla kidnapping case.

FREE FISH FOR THE POOR. 


New Depot at Staples 
The Staples World says the bids for 
the building of the new station by the 
Northern Pacific will be opened May 
17th. The building will be located just 
north of the present depot, extending 
into the park.

FIT TO BEAR HIS BURDENS 


Experimenters at Rockefeller Medical 
Rasaarch Inatituta In Naw York Ex­ 
pact to Find Specific Antitoxin— Rep­ 
tiles In Bronx Zoo Supplying Venom 
For Tests. 


A series of experiments which have 
for their object the discovery of an 
antitoxin remedy for rattlesnake bite 
are now being conducted at the Rock­ 
efeller Institute of Medical Research 
In New York city. Already the tests 
are well on their way to completion. 
W’hlle a serum for snake bite Is now 
manufactured In the Pasteur Institute 
at Lille, France, it Is believed by the 
Rockefeller 
institute 
experimenter* 
that this can be materially improved 
on for the specific use in cases of rat­ 
tlesnake bite. They began the experi­ 
ments on the principle that a specific 
senim or antitoxin would prove more 
effective than a genera] one, for the 
antitoxin made at the Pasteur insti­ 
tute Is not specific, hut Is designed foi 
use in the case of any poisonous snake 
bite—cobra, viper, asp or any other of 
the deadly reptiles. 
Those who have been carrying on 
the experiments to obtain an infallible 
antidote for rattlesnake bite argue 
that nature provides a specific remedy 
for specific diseases and th at this 
should always be used if possible. It 
is argued that in the case of smallpox 
the patient after recovery is immune 
to another attack of that malignant 
disease, but la not immune to measles 
or other kindred maladies. 
Thus In 
the case of smallpox nature provides 
lmmunation for that specific disease. 
Acting on this principle, Dr. Hldeyo 
Noguchi, a Japanese scientist attached 
to the Rockefeller Institute of Medical 
Research, began the experiments with 
rattlesnake venom which are expected 
to result in a cure for the bite. Med­ 
ical men say that more persons die 
from rattlesnake bite In the United 
States than from the bite of any other 
serpent. Especially In the south and 
west and southwest is this true. Al­ 
though there are many who champion 
whisky as an almost sure cure for 
rattlesnake bite, many medical men 
are skeptical on that point. 
Observation of the effect of the Pas­ 
teur institute serum on persons who 
have been bitten by cobras In India 
led Dr. Noguchi and his fellow experi­ 
menters to believe that by using the 
venom of a rattlesnake exclusively in 
the making of a serum the best re­ 
sults could be obtained. It Is said that 
the serum made by the Pasteur Insti­ 
tute Is obtained by mixing the venom 
of several different kinds of poisonous 
reptiles. 
In so doing It Is asserted 
that the serum attains a wider range 
of effectiveness and can be used for 
almost any venomous bite. 
In obtaining snake bite serum the 
Pasteur institute scientists use some­ 
times a goat, but more frequently a 
horse or mule. 
The animals are In­ 
oculated with a small quantity of 
venom taken from a cobra, viper or 
other snake and allowed to rest for 
several 
days. 
Then 
another 
and 
slightly larger dose of veno’u is in­ 
jected. 
Again a rest, then a still lar­ 
ger dose until the animal Is able to 
withstand 
aw 
injection 
of 
venom 
which would kill several meu. 
It 
would also kill the animal were such 
a quantity injected at the first stage 
of the Inoculation. 
B ut‘gradually the 
animal under treatment becomes im­ 
mune. 
When a certain stage of im­ 
munity to snake bite is reached the 
serum is taken from the animal. This 
is sealed in air tight tubes. 
The rattlesnake venom which is be­ 
ing used in the Rockefeller Institute 
experiments was extracted from the 
big rattlers In the Bronx park zoo. 
Several of the diamond backed rat 
tiers from the southwest have been 
tapped for venom during the last few 
weeks. The reptile house Is a prolific 
source of reptile venom these days, for 
there are several dozen rattlers and 
other deadly poisonous snakes in cap­ 
tivity there.

Constantinople, May ll.—Mehmed 
V. ended his “coronation day” by 
plowing a furrow In the lawn at Dol­ 
ma Bagtsche palace, symbolically at 
least, by holding the plow handles for 
a fraction of a minute while two 
horses dragged it a few yards. 
In 
carrying out the ancient test, Mehmed 
V. showed himself to be sound of body 
and fit to bear the physical burdens 
of the empire. 
It had been a day both of fulfillment 
of ancient customs and of the break­ 
ing of them. 
Christians for the first 
time 
were 
admitted to the 
small 
mosque attached to Ayoub mosque and 
allowed to see the ceremony of gird­ 
ing the sword of Osman upon the sul­ 
tan. 
Among thirty persons present 
were Bucknam Pasha, an American, 
and Woods Pasha, an Englishman, 
both In Turkish service. They were 
impressed with the beauty and the 
solemnity of the ceremony, which, 
with the chants of the priests, lasted 
only twenty minutes. 
As the sultan crossed the courtyard 
of tho mosque to enter his carriage a 
white-turbaned 
Hadja, 
or

priest, caused a moment’s excitement 
by running forward with a petition, 
which he tried to hand to the sultan, 
at the same time talking somewhat j 
wildly about the Koranic law.

soldiers hurried him out of the yard. 
The day, notwithstanding rumors 
of reactionary plots, passed peaceful­ 
ly and without sign of disturbance.

MOSLEMS SLAIN AT ADANA 


L. Ditraars, curator of tho reptile 
house. 
Mr. Ditmars Is taking a keen inter­ 
est in the Rockefeller institute experi­ 
ments. 
Ile has kept on hand a stock 
of the Pasteur Institute snake bite an­ 
titoxin for several years, although he 
has never had occasion to use it. He 
said the other day that should the ex­ 
periments of Dr. Noguchi aud his co­ 
workers produce the expected result it 
will be a most valuable acquisition to 
medical science. 
“It Is a sound principle on which 
they are working,” said Mr. Ditmars. 
“It Is a law of nature to provide im- 
munation for a repetition of certain 
specific diseases. 
In trying to obtain 
an antidote for the bite of a rattle­ 
snake the Rockefeller scientists are 
only applying a principle of nature. 
“The death rate In India has been 
materially lowered by the use of the 
antitoxin made by the Pasteur Insti­ 
tute, for In India the cobras are deadly 
and numerous. The natives go around 
with bare legs and fall easy victims 
to the bite. But in recent years the an­ 
titoxin is to be had all over India, and 
its use has saved thousands of lives. 
“Now that most parts of the soutl 
are going dry and whisky is getting 
harder to obtain it is likely that th« 
rattlesnake antitoxin which the Rocke­ 
feller institute will doubtless soon give 
to the world will prove a great safe­ 
guard against loss of human life by 
rattlesnake bite.”—New York Times.
